In the late nineteenth century there was

bridge players is that any 
time you g i v e a man a 
chance to make a mistake 
there is a distinct probabil- 
ity that he will make it. • 


Of course, there are plenty 


of players who just make 
mistakes without any real 
reason. East wasn't one of 
that group. In fact, he was 
one of the top players of the 
late '30s playing in a rubber 
bridge game at New York's 
Cavendish Club. 


South was the late Edward 


Hymes Jr., one of the great 
players of the day. Eddy 
found himself in rather a 
normal six no-trump con- 
tract that presented better 
than an e v e n chance for 
s u c c e s s . Specifically, he 
needed a successful diamond 
finesse, which 
represented 


an even chance, but there 
was a possibility of a defen- 
sive error if the finesse lost. 


Eddy won the heart lead 


with the queen. Then he went 
right after diamonds so as 
to keep the exchange of in- 
formation between East and 
West at a minimum. 


He made the proper lead 


of a low d i a m o n d . West 
showed out but Eddy didn't 
falter at all. He rose with 
dummy's ace and led a low 
diamond right back. 


This gave East quite a 


problem. His partner had 
signaled with the eight of 
spades on the first diamond 
lead. .That signal clearly in- 
dicated that he held either 
the ace or the king, but 
which one was it? 


If it were the ace, East 


could and should take that 
diamond right away. 
If it 


were the king, the play was 
to duck and keep diamond 
control. E a s t would have 
known w h a t to do if the 
problem arose later on, at 
that t i m e he didn't know 
what to do and went wrong.

Thyroid Gland Regulates 
Fuel Burned in Body 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—What are the functions 


of the thyroid gland? What 
tests are given to determine 
abnormal function? 


A—The thyroid puts out a 


hormone, 
thyroxin, 
which 


regulates the rate at which 
fuel is burned in the body. 
The basal metabolic rate 
d e t e r m i n a t i o n h a s 
been largely replaced by (1) 
the protein-bound iodine test, 
(2) the butanol extractable 
iodine test and (3) the uptake 
of radioactive iodine by the 
thyroid. All three tests are 
increased in persons with an 
overactive thyroid. 


Q—My doctor is treating 


me for hyperthroidism and 
myocardial ischemia. Do the 
two conditions usually go 
together? 


A—Overactivity of the thy- 


roid causes a fast and some- 
times irregular pulse. It 
may lead to enlargement of 
the heart and heart failure. 
It does not cause myocardial 
ischemia 
(coronary 
heart 


disease) but it does aggra- 
vate it. 


Q—What is malignant exo- 


phthalmos? What is Wer- 
ner's syndrome? 


A—Malignant 
exophthal- 


mos ( a c u t e prolusion of 
the eyeballs) is a complica- 
tion of an overactive thyroid. 
Werner's syndrome is pre- 
mature senility. The two are 
not related. 


Q—My t h y r o i d was re- 


moved two years ago. I am 
taking Cytomel. Are there 
any side effects from this 
drug? 


A—S o d i u m liothyronine 


(Cytomel ( is a synthetic thy- 
roid hormone. Too large a 
dosage 
may 
cause 
head- 


aches, nervous tension, ir- 
ritability, sweating and a 
fast pulse. 


Q—I am 
17. My doctor 


says 1 have an overactive 
thyroid. He is giving me Tap- 


azole. Now I have cold hands, 
a breaking out on my face 
and shoulders, a gain in 
weight and episodes of men- 
tal confusion. What do you 
advise? 


A—The breaking out is 


probably juvenile acne. The 
other symptoms are most 
likely due to too much Tapa- 
zole. The dosage should be 
adjusted to your individual 
need. 


Q—About 18 months ago 


my eyes started to bulge and 
my doctor gave me radio- 
active iodine for an over- 
active thyroid. My eyes still 
J^ge^aOit.tle. What do you 
advise? 


A—Further steps should be 


taken to control the activity 
of 
your 
thyroid 
through 


drugs or surgery.

Denny McLain is delivering 


the goods, as promised, for the 
Detroit Tigers ... even though 
he has nothing to show for it. 


McLain failed to win, or fin- 


ish, for the fifth time in as 
many starts Friday night but 
the Tigers continued to gain 
ground in the American League 
East with a 4-3 victory over the 
Chicago White Sox. 


The White Sox knocked out 


McLain, reinstated on July 1 
after a half-season suspension 
for 1967 gambling activities, in 
the eighth inning, but were beat- 
en in the ninth by Dick Mc- 
Auliffe's run-scoring single.

YOKR--(NEA) — A trial in San Francisco con- 


cerning Earl Caldwell. a New York Times news reporter, 
has been of great interest to journalists. Mr. Caldwell's 
notes on Black Panther stories he had done were requested 
by the court for evidence. Caldwell refused to turn them 
over because, he felt, he must protect his sources. 


I will not give the government authorities that opportu- 


nity with me. I'm 'fessing up. My notebooks contain only 
stuff I wasn t able to fit into my columns. Following is 
some of that information, and thev can do with it what 
they will: 


• Lou Brock of the St. Louis Cardinals

Latest 
Coast Guard figures show 
fatalities averaged about one 
for every 40,000 people afloaf 
during all of last year, and 
only one boat out of each 
1,600 
got into trouble. Never- 


theless, 1,350 people did lose 
their lives In boating mis- 
haps. 


Though b o a t ownership 


goes up every year and ac- 
cident figures do not, the 
Coast Guard is concerned. 


"Tragically," 
r e p o r t s 


Coast Guard Commandant 
Admiral Willard J. Smith, 
"a great many of those who 
have died in boating mis- 
haps had lifesaving devices 
available but failed to use 
them." Coast Guard termi- 
nology r e c o r d s that "the 
principal cause of a vessel 
colliding with another vessel 
or with a fixed object (the 
cause of most accidents), is 
the failure of the operator to 
maintain a forward lookout" 
—a nautical way of saying 
the boat driver wasn't look- 
ing where he was going. 


Most drownings occur in 


May, 
probably because a lot 


of people forget about step- 
ping aboard boats carefully 
or handling them cautiously. 
Most accidents, however, oc- 
cur during July and August. 
Most dangerous time of day? 
Two to six in the afternoon 
on a clear, calm Saturday, 
with the same kind of Sun- 
day a close second. 


Fifty-seven 
per 
cent of 


boats involved were on in- 
land nontidal waters, and 35 
per cent 
were along the 


coasts where the water is 
supposed to be rougher. The 
open oceans and the Gulf of 
Mexico had 4 per cent and 
the Great Lakes only 3. 


Most lives were lost when 


boats turned over. Falling 
o v e r b o a r d or having the 
boat flood were the second 
and third reasons. A study of 
the figures show these were 
usually caused by improper 
loading or overloading of the 
boat, ignoring bad weather 
and rough water that the 
boat couldn't handle, or bad 
driving.

LONDON (API - Hie flatten- 


wide dock strike that had Idled 
Britain's ports might spread to 
other industries if troops are 
used to unload ships, the leader 
of the nation's largest union 
warned today. 


"Before troops are used, the 


unions should be consulted to 
see if there are other ways of 
moving essential cargoes," said 
Jack Jones, general secretary 
of the transport and General 
Workers' Union. 


The strike by 47,000 longshore' 


men is in its third day, and 
35,000 British soldiers are on 
standby alert to unload food and 
other vital cargo from the ships 
if necessary. The troops were 
mobilized under a declaration of 
national emergency signed by 
Queen Elizabeth and would be 
used to unload perishable goods. 


But there appeared little like- 


lihood the troops would be teed 
before Monday. 
The govern- 


ment wants to avoid endanger- 
ing chances for a settlement by 
angering the unions. 


Both sides in the walkout have 


ignored government efforts to 
bring them back to the bargain- 
ing table, and Jones said the 
strike could last a long time. 
"The dockers are digging in," 
he said.
